How many home dealer s have we 
who 
patr onize 
Sedalia’s 
tobacco 
factor y for what may be needed in 
that line? 


These ar e only two instances, but 
the number might be incr eased to a 
dozen, and in ever y case, we r egr et 
to say, the cor r ect answer would be, 
“ 
pr ecious few.” 
Is this the way to build up what 
we alr eady have or induce other s to 
locate in our midst? Sur ely not. The 


D e m o c r a t is a home paper , and as 
such it desir es to see home institu­ 
tions patr onized, for in no other 
way can they thr ive. 


It has been demonstr ated that as 
good br ick can be made in Sedalia 
as at any point in the state, and 
yet each season hundr eds of thou­ 
sands ar e shipped her e fr om other 
cities, and the money that should 
r emain in our midst is sent abr oad. 
Is this the way to build up a city? 
No, indeed. 
Let ever y citizen make it a r ule 
to patr onize a Sedalian whenever it 
it is possible to do so. 
What is the use of sending away 
for cigar s when better ones can be 
pur chased at home? 
How can we expect a fur nitur e 
factor y to thr ive if one-half of the 
people who desir e fur nitur e go to 
St. 
Louis or Kansas City to j)ur - 
chase it? 


The fir st step in the dir ection of 
getting additional 
factor ies is to 
patr onize those we alr eady have. 
Show them that they ar e appr eci­ 
ated, and this can only be done by 
extending your patr onage. 
If you want a suit of clothing, 
don’t send to St. Louis for it, but 
place your or der with a home tailor , 
even though by so doing it may cost 
you a dollar or two mor e. 
To the women of Sedalia, when 
you desir e a silk dr ess or some ar ­ 
ticle of jewelr y, buy it at home in­ 
stead of going to the city in quest 
of it. 
If the advice of the D e m o c r a t is 
followed, It will r esult in per manent 
good for both buyer and seller , and 
other cities will not be built at the 
expense of Sedalia.

The sequel to a Saline county di­ 
vor ce case that caused consider able 
inter est in Sedalia and Pettis coun­ 
ty at the time that it was tr ied is 
given in the following Associated 
pr ess dispatch fr om Chicago, dated 
the 3 2d inst: 
Geor ge A. Har tman, the pr opr ie­ 
tor of Har tman’s Detective Agency, 
at 128 Clar k str eet, pleaded guilty 
to the char ge of conspir acy in Judge 
Ewing’s cour t to-day, and was fined 
$1,000 and costs. 
The well-known 
detective was indicted by the Apr il 
gr and jur y for conspir ing to swindle 
William R. King, a wealthy stock 
r aiser 
and 
planter , of 
Mar shall, 
Mo., 
out of $2,500. 
In Septem­ 
ber , 1890, King was sued for di­ 
vor ce by bis wife on the gr ounds of 
cr uelty. 
After a pr otr acted tr ial, 
which was car r ied to the supr eme 
cour t of Missour i, the divor ce was 
denied and the custody of the two 
childr en given to King. 
By so le 
subter fuge the childr en wer e r em v- 
ed to Deer Lodge, IMont., and k pt 
out of the jur isdiction of the Mis­ 
sour i cour ts. 
Being unable to r ecover the chil­ 
dr en, King came to Chicago and 
engaged Har tman to find them. He 
agr eed to pay Har tman $6 a day 
for two detectives to wor k on the 
case and advanced him $600 ex­ 
penses, it was claimed. 
Har tman 
pr etended to send a man and wo­ 
man to Montana to shadow King’s 
wife and find out the location of 
the missing 
childr en. 
These de­ 
tectives wer e to send him a r epor t 
daily, showing the wor k they had 
done. 
Having won the confidence* 
of the wealthy souther ner , Har t­ 
man at once enter ed into a conspir ­ 
acy with other detectives to swindle 
him by fur nishing false r epor ts in 
r egar d to the case. 
About for ty of 
the r epor ts wer e v/r itten upon the 
letter heads of the M cBum ey house. 
Deer Lodge, which Har tman had 
for war ded to him fr om that city. 
In or der to complete the decep­ 
tion be had a 
cancelling and mailing stamp made, 
so that King would be handed w>»at 
pur por ted to be or iginal mail mat 'r 
fr om the scene 
of 
oper ations 
in 
Montana. 
In December last Mr . King began 
to suspect that Har tman was swind­ 
ling him, and came to Chicago to 
investigate. 
Har tman 
was 
indicted 
by the 
Apr il gr and jur >. 
When the case 
was called befor e Judge Ewing yes­ 
ter day, sever al witnesses wer e pr es­ 
ent 
who had been 
br ought her e 
fr om Montaaa and Califor nia 
to 
testify. Judge Ewing allowed H ar t­ 
man to plead guilty only in view of 
the gr eat expense of a u\al to the 
state, and in passing sentence af­ 
fixed the maximum fine of $i,ooo. 
King did not pr osecute Har man’s 
accomplices, as they had given him 
the only evidence he had.
